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The Bombardment .of Fort Sumter. 
The Charleston Story. 

The S. F. Bulletin of the 3d May, gives the fob 
lowing account of the bombardment and taking of 
Fbrt Sumter, which it extracts from Charleston 
papers. 

At thirty minutes past 1 o 
opened by the <!' 



From the iron battery on Cummings' Point, a con- 
tinuous i ! re was kept up. Its rilled cannon played 
sad havoc on that portion of Sumter facing it. 
The firing from the floating battery and from Fort 
Moultrie was very regular. 

Standing on Charleston battery and looking sea- 
wan! yen have, on the right; the mortar battery 
and Fort Johnson', nearest the city, and two miles 
and a half off. A mile and a half from Port John- 
son is Cummings' Point battery, mounted three 
10-iuch Columbinds, three 64-pottnders, three mor- 
tar and one rifled cannon. Cummings' l'oint is 
only IjfiOO yards from Fort Sumter, and it can he 
readily Imngtned'wbat havoc a rrgular lire created. 
The men working the guns were perfectly pro- 
tected by the sand redoubt, which was scarcely in- 
jured by the weak lirewh:ch Major Anderson kept 
"upon it. The battery was commanded by Major 
Stevens, with the Citadel Cadets under bis direc- 
tion. Each shell from this battery found its des- 
tination within Sumter, and during the entire bom- 
bardment scarcely one missile of this character 
missed its mark. 

On the other side of the harbor, directly oppo- 
site Sumter, on one of its strongest sides, lay Fort 
Moultrie, which during the past three months had 
been strengthened by every appliance which mili- 
tary art could suggest. Its merlons, moat, glacies, 
embrasures, etc., perfectly protected the weak 
walls of the old fort, anil made the gunners secure 
while at work from this point. Throughout the 
engagement vast numbers of hot shot and heavy 
halls were discharged. 

Behind the point on Sullivan's Island, nearest 
Charleston, the floating battery was situated with 
two 64-pouhders and two .El-pounders, and its im- 
penetrable sides of iron and palmetto logs rendered 
the men so secure that they indulged during the 
ith cards, etc.

Thus you now have ail the positions of the works 
bearing directly on Sumter. Through Friday 
morning all these batteries weie actively engaged. 
Three times Anderson's barracks were set on fire, 
and twice his men extinguished the flames; but 
to do this it was necessary to employ all the force 
in drawing water. 

Mure effectively to do this, it wan necessary that 
some men should go outside the walls and hand 
bucKC's through the port-holes, being meanwhile 
exposed to the teirilic fire of the batteries. This 
expedient for obtaining water was not resorted to 
until the third time the quarters were on lire, and 
the lire and flames had increased to such an alarm- 
ing pitch. Meantime Major Anderson's guns were 
silent, and his enemies active, lly noon the flames

Our Share in the American Imbroglio. 

Notwithstanding our isolated position, we 
cannot look on as. disinterested spectators 
at the iiworfeot'ioh of the Cotton Stales. 
We are bound to be affected either bene- 
ficially or injuriously. So far as the signs of 
the nines indicate, we concludo we will in 
some ri'spects be benefited, in other re- 
specti be injured. The action of tho East- 
ern insurance companies in refusing to take 
a war ri.-k on treasure from California, ami 
the higo rate— live per cent.— now asked at 
S.tn Francisco lor eastern drafts, is calcula- 
ted to stop the export of specie from Califor- 
nia. It lias done so to some small extent 
already. The accumulation of a large 
amount of money there will reduce the local 
rate of interest, and new fields will be 
nought lor the investment of capital. Goo- 
seqeiitly wo may calculate on money in con- 
siderable quantities finding its way here for 
investment. 

It Southern privateers endanger the gold 
exports, they will also threaten the imports 
into tho Pacific Stales. It will bo idle to 
think o' treating privateers sailing under 
letters of mnrque from the Southern Con- 
federacy, as pirates. Every lime Hie crew 
of a privateer is hanged as {buccaneers, an 
equal number of Northern men will pay the 
penalty. The horrible sacrifice of life, if 
nothing else, would in. luce tho North to re- 
cognise the right of Southern privateers to 
wage war on commerce, whilst but a few 
years ago they refused to abolish privateer, 
ing at the request of the Paris congress. 
The doctrine lhal neutral vessels make neu- 
tral goods, will no doubt be recognised by 
the Smith, and therefore large numbers of 
English ships are likely to be engaged in 
the California trade. The greater safety in 
British ships, combined with the dLsadvan- 
lail^.oJ.ltltf-^l^-'!! 1 'i'arill, ought to make 
fic neighbors, parliculatly as a depot for 
foreign merchandise, or even the manufac- 
ture artif iudus-try of Eastern Slates. We 
may feel perfectly secure, no matter how 
vigorously the Southern privateers wage 
varon Northern commerce. Our proximity 
to the Pacific States would consequently 
ei able us to supply their market to advar.- 
tage. In this respect then, the war is cal- 
culate 1 to benefit rather than to injur.' us. 

Already it lias beon proposed to export 
California gold to the States via England on 
the \Ves» India and Southampton line of 
steamers. It is not Improbable that it 
may become nfiivorite line of travel t, the 

northern SlatM. Hut as we have drawn 

the chief accessions to our population from 
California, it' the tide of immigration i* 
checked, oi endangered, it is not unlikely 
that immigration hither via Ihe Isthmus will 

fall off. In that Case Wfl should probably 
be the loser. Certainly Canadian and Kng- 
Hsh immigrants would not Like to risk 
capture in American steamers. In case 
internal tiifliutilliea should break out in 
California as Ihe civil war progresses, then 
large accessions. to our population may be 

expected from that State ; and the chances 
are thai Seoession (•elillg may make u 
demonstration Ihere. Our Govt rnment would 
not be disposed to tru-t despm*he« for these 
colonies and tho Pacific squadron lo Ame- 
rican stealers : and if ■ Britwh \V* si India

THE BRITISH COLONIST 
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The New Theatre. 

Wo yesterday looked in ut the elegant new 
theatre, on Government street, lately (.-rented 
for Chief Justice Begbie. The building is 
129 feet deep by 45 wide. On either side 
of the wide entrance are two rooms, suitable 
for bar-rooms, cigar, or fruit stores, and to 
the right is tlio ticket-ofiice. The size of | already 
the stage is thirty feet deep by thirty-eight 
feet wide, with a grade of six inches ; height 
to proscenium, 18 feet; width of proscenium, 
26 feet. There are two private boxes on 
each side of the stage — the entrances to the 
'.wo 1c - er ones being from the outside, 
and to the two upper, through the dress- 
■circle. The parquetto is 35 feet deep by 
'10 feet wide, and is entirely overlooked by 
the dress-circle. To the- rear of the par- 
■quette is the pit, where the •' gods" are ex- 
pected to congregate. Between the ceiling 
of the stage and the roof of the building a 
capacious reservoir has been placed, from 
which hose is led to a force-pump beneath 



Inquest on the Bodv ok J.E. Rufkley. 
—Coroner Dickson yesterday summoned a 
jury nnd held an inquest on the body of 
Jeremiah Edwards RuMey, the young man 
who met his death on Saturday last at a 
small island near Salt Spring, under the 
peculiar circumstances narrated in yester- 
day's Colonist. Solomon Thompson, a 
respectable appearing man, and partner uf 
the deceased, was the only witness called.

Mr. Thompson says that his friend knew 
very little about firearms, and it is his im- 
pression that in taking the riile from his 
bunk, in which it was sometimes laid, the

A wide stair-case leads to the second story 
or dress-circle, and to the right of the land- 
ing is thn ladies' cloak-room.

After the ren- 
dition of the verdict, the jury lequested the 
Coroner to express to Solomon Thompson 
their entire salisfi. clion with his meritorious 
conduct throughout tho whole alfair; nut 
only with regard to searching for the body
